Top Floor Of Jail 
Made Into Lunchroom 


"K took one month to clean 
it up so we could work in it," 
said City Manager Tevis Hug- 
ely in referring to the newly 
operational lunchroom atop the 


jail. 

Cleanup began in November 
of last year with the removal 
of stored bicycles that had been 
abandoned, mattresses, card- 
board boxes of odds-and-ends 
and other litter that normally 
accumulates with any store 
room. 

Tuesday, a group of city of- 
ficials and interested persons 
toured the new facility which 
included a modern kitchen, 
walk-in freezer and pantry, and 
were treated to a hot Junch of 
stew meat, slaw, mashed pota- 
toes, string beans, real corn 
bread and iced tea. Seconds 
were available, the same as for 
prisoners, and tbe total price 
per meal is figured at 13c. 

The regular paint job on the 
bottom two floors has been 
held up because of the exces- 
sive jail population, according 
to Tevis Huguely, City Man- 
ager. However, the new lunch- 
room js the first step toward 
renovation of the property. 

Chief Charles D. Goodlett 
said that future plans include 
having all jail employees wear 
white coveralls.

Asked what was the normal 
time a prisonercould be a 
"guest" in the jail, Goodlett 
explained that under the mun- 
icipal charter, the longest in- 
time here was 90 days. How- 
ever, he did say-fhat а pri- 
soner could be charged with 
two offenses and have to serve 
them concurrently, 


Although there is not an ex- 
ercise yard at the jail, inmates 
who will work on city projects 
are encouraged to do so, said 
Goodlett. 

Occasionally, prisoners from 
the county sheriff's substation 
are kept at the jail and the 
county then pays the city $3.00 
per day, per prisoner. fa

MAY HATE HIS KING, YET NOT LOVE HIS COUNTRY. 


One of the big success stor- 
ies of recent years has been the 
technical education programs 
sponsored by the states and 
carried out with the coopera- 
tion and assistance of private 
enterprise. Great numbers of 
working people, whose occupa- 
tions either weren't very re- 
warding or whose line of work 
has been virtually abolished by 
automation, have learned new 
skills and found new employ- 
ment in industry. 

These technical training pro- 
grams have proved to be a roar- 
ing success whereas the heavily 
funded War on Poverty pro- 
grams have been a dismal fai- 
lure. Part of the reason why is 
that the former are dealing with 
the best type of human mater- 
inl — people who are eager to 
work. Fortunately, despite all 
the brainwashing the American 
people have been subjected to 
оп welfarism, the vast major- 
ity of our citizens want to 
„work: They are what the so- 
ciologists call  inner-directed. 
‘They prefer to stand on their 
own feet and support themsel- 
ves rather than be supported 
Бу the federal government. 

There is, however, a very 
different element in this coun- 
try — an element that might be 
described as the hard core non- 
worker. These йге the people 
who are drones. Nowadays, it 
isn't fashionable to refer to 
anyone as a drone. The "bleed- 
ing hearts" really begim to 
bleed if anyone suggests that 
some people are’ bums who 
want a free ride through life. 
Yet the drones are a reality. 

Every society has had the 
problem of this element to some 
degree. Not all people are 
equally motivated.

The man or woman who

He will be encour- 
aged to believe that his difficult 
lot in life is the fault of socie- 
tý, not this own fault. Working 
Citizens are told that their fai-

figer benefits for the non-work- 

fers is evidence that this is a 

{sick society and an immoral 
society. They are told that they 
have an obligation to make a 
commitment of personal ser- 

Üvige to the economically or so. 
cially "disadvantaged." 

Certainly, charity always is a 
worthy thing. But it is not 
“charitable in any true sense to 
encourage people in their lazi- 
ness or to make the self-reliant 
citizen feel that he is immoral 
in not wanting to pay for more 
‘handouts.

Too Late to Classify 


By Russell Kay 

Treasure hunters have recov- 
ered millions of dollars worth 
of old coins and artifacts, sil- 
verware, jewelry, cannon and 
cannon balls and other items 
from the sands of Florida's east 
coast salvaged from sunken 
Spanish galleons lost as a re- 
sult of storms and hurricanes. 

An article in the June issue 
of the Reader's Digest entitled 
"Those Florida Treasure Hunts’ 
by Don Wharton tells how trea- 
sure seekers from rank ama- 
teurs to professional outfits 
flocks to the Florida coast in 
ever increasing numbers. 

Some of these fortune hunt- 
ers simply walk the - beaches 
after a severe storm hoping to 
find coins, jewelry or other 
items washed ashore by rough 
seas. 

Others well organized and 

financed come with the latest 
in salvage equipment, metal 
+detectors, pumps capable of 
sifting sand by the ton, the very 
latest in electronic equipment 
and diving gear. 

The State of Florida claims 
title to any treasure found with- 
in the three mile limit, and 
treasure hunters operating їп 
these waters must obtain a li- 
cense and work under state su. 

epervision. The state receives 
25% of the value of any re- 
covery. 

Twenty or more firms now 
have contracts with the state 
and conduct their operations 
under state supervision, usually 
with a state inspector aboard 
their salvage vessel. 

During the past three years 


over three and а half million 
dollars worth of treasure has 
been recovered from ships that 
were lost in the 16th century, 
much of it found in the Vero 
Beach-Ft. Pierce area where a 
convoy of 11 Spanish treasure 
ships -were lost in 1715. 

In 1964 professional trea- 
sure hunters located the sand 
covered wrecks of two of these 
ships within 500 feet of shore, 
іп to 20 feet of water. Us- 
ing the most complex modern 
equipment, massive pumping 
dredging systems, ФараЫе of 
clearing 8 by 10 foot holes 
through six feet of sand in 10 
minutes they recovered 66,000 
silver and gold coins plus arti- 
facts ranging from cannon to 
pewter plate and silver table 
wear, jewelry, including a com- 
mander's gold whistle on a 2.- 
176 link chain that was sold la- 
terat auction for $50,000. 

The Florida Bogrd of Arch- 
ives and History estimates that 
there are between 1.200 to 2,- 
000 shipwrecks in Florida 
coastal waters. It has precise 
data on the location of some 
250 wrecks. 

Wharton, in his interesting 
article, sounds a warning to be- 
ware of sharp operators who 
have been taking suckers with 
promises of quick fortunes in 
schemes to get people to in- 
vest in treasure hunt expedi- 
tions. These crooks claim they 
have knowledge of sunken trea- 
sure ships known only to them 
and encourage suckers to fin- 
ance salvage operations. Others 
form companies and sell stock 

One outfit with a perfectly 


legitimate operation takes week 
enders on a treasure hunting 
trip, charging $60 a day per 
person. They propose to an- 
cher at wrecksites and let the 
customers don diving equip- 
ment on a sort of do-it-yourself 
basis. They have even been 
known to plant or seed waters 
in the area of an old worthless 
wreck so that the suckers can 
find a few old coins im return 
for their investment. There are 
still millions of dollars buried 
in Florida sands but be care- 
ful you are not sucked in on 
some scheme to get your mon-

We 
walked up a wide marble stair- 
way to the second floor. One 
тоот has been completely re- 
stored as it had a high dome 
and was demolished in the Re- 
volution. 

The other rooms on the se- 
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cond floor were protected by 
the bedrooms which are on the 
third floor. The Fresco paint- 
ing was done by Italian and 
Spanish artists. Each room had 
a beautiful gold and rock cry- 
stal chandelier, a rug that was 
especially woven to fit, walls 
either covered with silk, ой 
paintings or large tapestries. I 
counted seventy tapestries in a 
hall, some of them 18x24 feet. 

Each room had a different 
color scheme, and the furni- 
ture always matched. This was 
covered with silk or tapestry. 
There were carved chests, tab- 
les wigh porcelain pictures on 
the top and sides and carved 
legs covered with gold leaf. 
There were also statutes, cand- 
lebra, glass cabinets filled with 
priceless pieces, vases . and 
clocks, 

The walls of one room were 
made of porcelain with garland 
of flowers and fruit and orin- 
tal figures. There was a Rococo 
piano encrusted with Mother- 
of-Pearl and a grand piano co- 
vered with blue and white por- 
celain, 

The dining room was a love. 
ly sight. The table was 147 feet 
long and would seat 120 guests. 
There was an embroidered tab- 
lecloth on the table. Besides 
ten wall candelabra, there were 
also marble columns, ming 
vases and gold relief work on 
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the walls. The floor was par- 
que of two colors of wood in a 
geometric pattern. Franco uses 
this about once a year for a 
banquet. 

Аз we came to the private 
chapel, music was playing. On 
Опе side was red velvet can- 
opy with chairs underneath for 
the king and queen. In every 

m there were one or more 
clocks in every shape imagin- 
able)\Many bad statues at the 
sides ‘und on top.

the bottom to our right"

We had a full day excursion 
by motorcoach to Toledo which 
is 41 miles from, Madrid. This 
was the capitol of Spain in the 
fifteenth Century, and now has 
a population of fifty thousand 
people. It is a national monu- 
ment and nothing can be chan; 
ed. It is twenty-two centuries 
old. Here is the oldest bull 
ring in Spain — 400 years old.

Evans Speaks 


А hundred years ago the idea 
that man may have 
from another form a sas 
not discussed in pota ciety 
Jet alone in our schools бг ir 
the school newspaper. Уе! ts- 
day few people question Dar- 
win's Theory on evolution and 
itis candidly discussed in our 
classrooms. When this writer 
interviewed Mr. John Evans, 
our BSCS teacher he was quite 
willing to discuss the subject. 

The first question that we 
asked Mr. Evans was “What 
dc you expect the future trends 
in the teaching of biology to 
be?" 


MR. EVANS: "It is my be- 
lief that there will be more of 
the lecture and lab type classes 
iban there have been with the 
traditional methods of teach- 
ing biology." 

The interview continued with 
my question "Would you com. 
pare the BGHS program with 
the traditional methods of teach 
ing biology?" 

MR. EVANS: “It has more 
lab investigations.” 

“Is there a difference in the 
Teaching of the theory of evo- 
lution with BGHS?" 

“No just with the approach" 

“What approach?" 

"You approach evolution 
more on how it affects life to- 
дау, not as а straight theory." 

“As a scientists, what is your 
view on the theory of evolu- 
tion?" 

"I believe evolution to be 
completely factual simply be- 
cause it.can be observed oc- 
curing right now. Most people 
confuse evolution (which 
means life is continvally chang- 
ing to adopt to environment) їп 
that they immediately say it is 
contradictory to their beliefs 
and convictions. Proof for evo- 
lution lies in many, many ac- 
counts of controlled experi- 
ments done by scientists over

the past century. One such re- 
cent experiment was done by 
Dr. Sidney Fox at Florida State 
University when he synthetical- 
ly made a life-like cell. Other 
proof can be found for evolu- 
tion in the study of fossils. И 
evolution cannot occur, bow 
does one account for the differ- 
ent types of fossils which have 
been found that show the chan- 
ges organisms have undergone 
as the environment changed." 

The final question that we 
asked Mr. Evans was, "What 
do you believe to be the future 
of the theory?" 

“As for Darwin's Theory, it 
is probably as good as any 
other theory. It has not been 
disproved nor has it been pro- 
ved completely fact. There will 
probably be changes made in it 
as time goes on. Darwin him- 
self thought this. No matter 
how one believes the method 
of evolution to be, if he looks 
at the facts (open-mindly) be 
would have to agree that evolu- 
tion ocurs. 1 try myself never 
to lose sight of the fact that 
evolution didn't just happen 
however, it had direction and 
meaning. Darwin too believed 
this it seems to me, after read- 
ing from "The Origin of Spe- 
cies:" There is grandeur in this 
view of life, with its several 
powers, having been original-

"The fire was coming up so 
heavy it sounded like a steady 
roar. И was a solid red wall 
beside me." 

Capt. Denny Miner of Har- 
risburg, Pa., tensed as he re- 
called that initial assault April 
19 into this long, green valley 
‘near the Laotian border. Min- 
сга helicopter pilot in the Ist 
Air Gavalry Division, was in 
he fir wave that entered the 
Communist stronghold. 

American troops had not 
entered the valley in force for 
two years. North Vietnamese 
troops, using Russian-made an-. 
tiaircraft weapons, were їп 
bunkers and ready. 

Pilots ‘here said 10 choppers 
were destroyed the first day by 
the enemy gungers and anoth- 
er 13 were hit so badly they 
just managed to limp back to 
base. 

“That first day was hell,” 
Miner said. “The fire was com- 
ing up so heavy it sounded like 
another engine running along- 
side. You know, usually the 
upeoming rounds make a crack 
ing sound, you can hear, but 
this was a steady roar. 1 look- 
ed out the side window and it 
was a solid red wall beside me. 
All those tracers.” 

Miner, red eyed from lack of 
sleep, paused.

“The copter just came down 
in a long streak of fire. It ex- 
ploded in the air and then 
again on the ground.” 

Another twin-bladed chop- 
per heavily loaded with sup- 
plies took direct fire through 
its thin-skinned underbelly and 
plunged to the ground. Vought 
recalls seeing ап explosion and 
figured the crew was lost. 

But by some miracle ,they 
were blown free and survived, 
Other rescue choppers coming 
in for them were waved off be- 
cause of heavy fire from North 
Vietnamese troops.

It looked terrible out 
there. But you get kind of us- 
ed to it, You accept the inevit- 
ability of it. You think, am 1 
getting it this time?" 

Skytroopers, as the Ist Ca- 
valrymen call themselves, found 
light ground resistance once 
they got in position. 

But the helicopters took a se- 
vere beating. Miner said it was 
the biggest loss of choppers in 
one day he could recall. 

Another pilot on the first 
wave was WO Dale Fillmore 
of Pendleton, Ore. "It was just 
а curtain of fire out there, I 
looked ahead of me and there 
wasn't any place to dodge. You 
just had to go through it and 
hope for the best," He made 
it without a scratch. 

But another ship in front of 
him took a bad hit and lurch- 
ed so suddenly that one troop- 
er was thrown out while the 
craft was still more than 100 
feet up. 


T'm hit, go- 
ing down. There's red smoke, 
what do they want? There's 
some yellow. I'm hit, going 
down." . 

By the second day however, 
the anticraft fire had fallen off 
sharply as wave after wave of 
Navy, Air Force and Marine 
jets pounded the positions and 
were followed by В52 bomb- 
ers at night.
